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ROOSEVELT WIN IS 
PROBABLE NOW ON 
AN EARLY BALLOT 


STADIUM, CHICAGO, Ill, June 
28.—On three ballots on disputed 
points Tuesday, the Democratic 
National convention demonstrated 
that Goy, Tranklin D, Roosevelt, 
of New York, doeg not have abso- 
lute control of a two-thirds majori- 
ty in this wathering but proved he 
is so close to it that his chances 
for the presidential nomination are 
excellent, 

If Roosevelt is “stopped” in this 
convention, it is going to be by 
such « knock down and drag out 
fight that sores are certain to be 
left to endanger party suceess in 
the November election, 

The convention voted 688 3-4 
against 614 1-4 to seat the Long 
delegation from Louisiana and it 
voted 658 1-4 to 492 3-4 to seat 
the solid Roosevelt delegation from 
Minnesota, 

On what Senator Clarence Dill, 
of Washington, one of the Roose- 
velt bourd of strategy, described in 
his plea to the convention as a test 
of strength of the Roosevelt forces, 
the delezates elected Senator Tom 
Walsh, of Montana, permanent 
chairman by 626 to 528 for Jouett 
Shouse, of Kansas. 

With 770 votes necessary to 
nominate under the two-thirds 
rule, which was adopted after a 
second meeting of the rules com- 
mittee Tuesday that abandoned the 
majority report drafted Monday 
night to propose a rule which 
would decide nominations for 
president and vice-president by a 
simple majority after six ballots 
under the two-thirds rule, it is 
plain that Roosevelt can get two- 
thirds of the votes of this conven- 
tion without very heavy shifts, 

The Roosevelt camp definitely 
abandoned any effort to do away 
with the two-thirds nominating 
rule in the face of vigorous pro- 
tests against even modified plan, 
especially from Roosevelt delega- 
tions such as that from Alabama, 
which had revolted against efforts 
to change the ancient nominating 
rule that gives protection to the 
South in national conventions by 
affording a veto power. 

Alabama’s delegation voted sol- 
idly with the Roosevelt forces to 
seat the Louisiana and’ Minnesota 
delegations, 

But when former Gov. W. W. 
Brandon, chairman of the delega- 


tion, announced. in the Walsh- 
Shouse contest for permanent 


chairman that Alabama’s 24 votes 
were for Walsh, State Senator E. 
F. Hildreth, of Eutaw, arose and 
demanded a poll. The poll showed 
4% votes for Shouse and 19% | 
votes for Walsh, and it was so en- 
tered on the convention records, 
Voting for Shouse as permanent 
chairman were Senator Hildreth, 
C. H, Young, of Anniston; F, B. 
Bricken, of Luverne, and A, L, 
Crumpton, of Ashland, full vote 
delegates, and F. T. Raiford, of 
Selma, with a half vote. The oth- 
er delegates all voted for Walsh. 
The entire delegation, however, 
will’ vote for Roosevelt for the 
presidential] nomination, so in that 
respect the fight over the perma- 
nent chairmanship was not a true 
test of the Roosevelt strength. 


Judge W, M. Brunson, Coffee’s 
delegate, left Saturday for Chicago 
to attend the convention, He was 
accompanied by D. C. Marley, who 
took an active part in his cam- 
paign, and who is one of the 
strongest Roosevelt supporters in 
this section of the state. Mr, Mar- 
ley has never attended a national 
convention and felt that it would 
be quite a pleasure as well as an 
honor to attend this one and see 
Governor Roosevelt nominated for 
president, 


The Alabama delegation held its 
organization meeting Sunday 
night, and the following were nam- 
ed to the offices and committees: 
Chairman, former Governor W. W. 
Brandon; Vice-Chairman, F, B, 
Bricken, of Luverne; Secretary,

Summer Care Of 
Food Is Problem 


What may be economy in the 
buying of food often depends on 
the means and space for keeping 
food, and also the care in handl- 
ing it, after it ig bought, Miss 
Helen Kennedy, extension nutri- 
tionist, Alabama Polytechnic In- 
stitute, Auburn, advises that care 
in handling, a knowledge of the 
dangers of food poisoning, and 
precautions against 


of food are necessary to protect 
the family’s health and pocket 
book. <A pood refrigerator solves 


many food keeping problems; and 


a home without one has _ its 
troubles, 
The housekeeper must guard 


rainst different kinds of spoil- 
age, Some foods change texture. 
Some lose flavor, others become ac- 
tually harmful. Green vegetables 
wilt beeause their moisture evap 
orates. Crackers and cookies, on 
the other hand, take up moisture 
from the air and thereby lose their 
crispness, Light affects some kinds 
of food, It hastens the ripening 
of fresh fruits and vegetables, and 
it is bad for fats and oils which 
become rancid under light And 
warm conditions, 

Miss Kennedy advises careful 
washing of fruits and vegetables 
that are to be eaten raw a good 
precaution against organisms. Cold 
air of the refrigerator checks the 
ripening of berries, tomatoes, 
peaches and other fruits, thereby 
preventing early spoilage, Lettuce 
and all other salad vegetables 
should be placed in moist wrap- 
ping or in a covered ventilated 
dish or pan, 

Milk is most easily kept in bot- 
tles in the coldest part of the re- 
frigerator, Cuts of meat should 
be placed in a clean, dry uncovered 
dish, Cooked meat ean be stored 
best if loosely wrapped or covered 
to prevent drying, 

Moist cooked foods need eareful 
handling to keep them safe. Left- 
overs of perishable foods should 
be boiled or thoroughly heated he- 
fore serving a second time to safe- 
guard against serious food poison- 
ing. Without a refrigerator, the 
safest rule is to cook only enough 
for one meal, avoiding left-overs 
as far as possible. 


AUSTRIAN PEAS SAVED 


CARROLLTON.—About 438,000 
pounds of Austrian pea seed were 
saved by Pickens County farmers 
this spring for planting in the fall, 
Home saving of seed in this way 
is recommended by County Agent 
F, A. Rew, who predicts that it 
will result in a substantial increase 
in acreage planted to Austrian peas 
and also reduce the cost.
